Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, Mayor, etc.: 

Sir — I beg to transmit herewith the annual report of the Law Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1888. It is arranged in the form prescribed by his Honor, Mayor Grace, in December, 
1885, and fully exhibits the work done during the past twelve months and the condition of the City's 
law business at the end of the year. 

Both as to the volume of business transacted in court and as to the character of the work done, as 
is shown by the results accomplished, the office has fully equaled the high standard of efficiency 
attained in previous years. 

Upon my appointment on the second day of January, 1888, I found the office in the main well 
organized and fully equipped. In some respects, however, it was considered that a more thorough 
organization could be provided for, and to that end various rules were promulgated early in the year 
intended to improve the administration of the office in many matters of executive detail and to increase 
its efficiency. 

In carrying out these rules, as well as in all other matters of the office business, I have been 
substantially aided by the hearty and intelligent co-operation of my subordinates, whose faithfulness, 
energy and skill I cannot commend too highly. I take great pride in their record for the year, 
which, in the amount of work done in court, is unprecedented in the history of the Department. 

STATISTICS. 

The statistics of the business of the Office of the Counsel to the Corporation (exclusive of that 
transacted in the three bureaux, which make their own reports) are contained in nine schedules which 
are now in the hands of the printer ; they will be transmitted to the Mayor's Office, together with a 
copy of this report and the reports in full of the three bureau officers, in pamphlet form, according 
to the custom of former years, as soon as they are fully completed.

Note. — The matters mentioned in the Annual Report for 1887 as being then undecided at the end of the 
year have been disposed of during the year 1888, as follows : 

Of the 8 undecided trials, 7 were decided in favor of the City and 1 was decided against the City. 

Of the 23 undecided General Term arguments, 7 were decided against the City and 16 in favor of the City. 

In the 4 undetermined Court of Appeals arguments, 2 were decided in favor of the City and 2 against the

GENERAL REMARKS, MISCELLANEOUS WORK, ETC. 

WATER-FRONT LITIGATION. 

During the past year very important results have been achieved in the settlement of long standing 
and much litigated questions with respect to the basis upon which the City should make compensation 
to owners of bulkhead rights taken for the improvement of the water-front. In June the appeal of 
the plaintiff in the case of William M. Kingsland, surviving trustee, etc., against the Mayor, from the 
order of the General Term reversing the judgment entered on the report of the Referee and ordering 
a new trial was heard in the Court of Appeals. On October 26 a decision was made in that court 
affirming the order of the General Term and ordering judgment absolute for the City. The effect of 
this decision has been to sustain the position taken by myself and my predecessors in assessing these 
damages, viz. : That the valuations should be made upon a basis which should exclude the sheds or 
platforms built in front of the bulkhead, or the chance or privilege of obtaining the right from the 
City to build them. The importance of this decision can hardly be overestimated. It virtually 
disposes of the foundation of by far the greater part of the claims for damages made by owners of 
bulkhead rights that have been taken or interfered with, and furnishes a basis for fixing prices and 
awards to be paid for future purchases and condemnations. It is no exaggeration to say that upon 
a proper application of the principles laid down in this decision several millions of dollars will be 
saved to the City Treasury. A hearing is now in progress before a Referee, and approaching com- 
pletion, which will determine the values of bulkhead rights, upon application of these principles in 
the old litigations of Langdon and others against the City. There is every prospect of a speedy, 
final determination of this question of damages, so that no further obstacle will be presented to the 
acquisition of all rights of this character that will need to be acquired. 

In May, a settlement was made of the long standing litigation of the Mayor vs. Van Ness and 
others, upon the basis of a grant made to the defendants of the land in the block bounded by Twenty- 
seventh and Twenty-eighth streets, and Eleventh and Thirteenth avenues, and a relinquishment by 
them of all wharfage and riparian rights and claims, and the payment by them into the City Treasury 
of $1 15,000. A settlement upon a substantially similar basis of the long standing litigation of Charles 
E. Appleby against the City has been agreed upon, and it is expected will be consummated by the end 
of the year, Mr. Appleby to receive a deed of the lots between high-water mark and Twelfth avenue,, 
in front of his upland, between Fifty -sixth and Fifty-eighth streets, and to relinquish all riparian and 
wharfage rights to the City, and to pay $180,000 into the City Treasury. 

The somewhat complicated litigation between the City and the Cunard Steamship Company, 
respecting the shed maintained by the company outside of the bulkhead north of Pier, new 40, was 
decided against the City in the Court of Appeals in 1887, on a technicality, the result involving the 
bringing of a new action by the City against the steamship company. This action was brought and 
was tried in January, and a decision made in December sustaining the City's claim and directing the 
removal of the shed. 

NEW AQUEDUCT— WESTCHESTER SECTION. 

In August, 1888, I received a report from Henry T. Dykman, Esq., the attorney in charge of 
the matter of acquiring lands under chapter 490 of the Laws of 1883, for the New Aqueduct, in 
Westchester County, under original and supplemental proceedings, presenting a detailed statement 
of what has been accomplished during a period of upwards of four years, before Commissioners 
William A. Hunt, Silas D. GifTord and Henry Allen. In these proceedings it became necessary for 
the City to acquire title to nearly six thousand acres of land for the necessary shaft sites and *!V >fcs* 
rights to construct the Aqueduct in Westchester County. TYv^NaXwe. oi \toe. \ax&& X.^KCk.'axA.'CfeR. 
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incidental damage done was stated by the sworn testimony of the respective claimants to amount to 
$989,125.43. The total amount awarded, however, was only $116,981.70, thus saving to the City 
in the cases mentioned in the report, $872,143.73. This highly gratifying result was chiefly accom- 
plished through the labor of Mr. Dykman, and I take great pleasure in saying that he is a gentleman 
fully qualified in every particular to perform the duties of his onerous position . He has performed 
an unusual amount of labor at all hours of the day and night and at all seasons of the year, and his 
skill, fidelity and industry, which have prevented fraud and large recoveries against the City, are 
justly entitled to the highest praise. 

THE SODOM RESERVOIR. 

Proceedings to acquire lands for the new reservoir known as Reservoir I., in Sodom, Putnam 
County, were bsgun in July, 1887, and are still pending. Over 1,400 acres of land are embraced in 
these proceedings. The Commissioners of Appraisal, Messrs. Robert Sewell, of New York, and 
Philip D. Penny and Charles Denton, of Putnam County, have now heard nearly a}l the testimony 
to be offered on behalf of the property- owners. 

One of the most important claims before them, that of the New England Railroad Company, 
has been closed on behalf of both sides, and a report thereon was filed in October. 

The company claimed upwards of $160,000 as the cost of making such change in the route and 
roadbed of its road as was made necessary by the construction of the reservoir, and this claim was 
supported by the evidence of a number of well-known railroad engineers. 

It was vigorously contested by Mr. H. T. Dykman, who represented the City as special counsel. 
The result of his active efforts was to effect a material saving to the City, as the award made by the 
Commissioners (including interest from the date of their appointment), was but $75,817. 

NEW PARKS BEYOND THE HARLEM RIVER. 

Within the past year the proceeding known as the taking and appraisal of lands for new parks 
beyond the Harlem river has been brought to a most satisfactory conclusion before the Commissioners 
of Estimate, Messrs. Luther R. Marsh, George W. Quintard and J. Seaver Page. When the year 
opened the hearing of testimony in reference to the Bronx Park had not yet been finished, but by 
the 9th day of June the evidence, not only as to the lands in that park, but also covering the 
lands in all the remaining parks and parkways was fully taken. This required constant and ener- 
getic work on behalf of the City. The Commissioners filed their report on October 22, 1888, 
awarding to the property-owners for their lands and buildings $9,352,101.69, as against estimates by 
the City's expert appraisers of about $8,000,000, and claims by the property-owners of over 
$30,000,000. The General Term of this Department, on November 26, 1888, on motion of the 
City, confirmed nearly all of the awards. On December 12, 1888, the order of the General Term 
was entered, and the lands taken became vssted in the City in fee. Every point taken by the 
City was decided by the General Term in its favor, the property-owners being required to pay 
out of their awards all taxes and to accept the money without interest, and to execute quit -claim 
deeds to the City. 

As to certain portions of the park lands, the owners of which have objected to the awards 
made, the further consideration of the report has been adjourned by the court to January 18, 1889. 

The decision upon these objections and such other matters as were also reserved by the court, 
will finally dispose of this proceeding probably in the early part of the year. 

From the beginning this office has had the valuable assistance of Mr. Franklin Bartlett, as special 
counsel ; upon him the responsibility of conducting the proceeding on behalf of the City has prin- 
cipally devolved. He has been vigilant, painstaking, persistent and tenacious, and it is only just, 
that in considering the highly satisfactory result accomplished, the credit due to his conscientious 
and active labors should be recognized. 

ASSESSMENT LITIGATION. 

The business of this branch of the Law Department may be classed under the following heads : 

(A.) Actions. 
The actions may be subdivided into : 

(1.) Suits in the form of bills in equity instituted after payment to vacate or reduce the assess- 
jnent and to recover in whole or in part, the money that had been previously paid. 
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In 1886, the Court of Appeals decided that a suit of this character could be maintained in a 
proper case. On the strength of that decision several hundred suits wsre brought against the City. 
During the past year much litigation has been had on the various questions that have arisen in this 
class of cases. 

The Court of Appeals has recently handed down decisions in three lest cases, under which a 
large proportion of these suits must be determined in favor of the City. These decisions established 
the point that in any case the six year statute of limitations is a bar to an action of this nature. 

These decisions not only saved the City an enormous sum of money, but also effectually stopped 
any attempt to litigate anew the legality of the contracts of the Tweed days. The Legislature has 
passed remedial statutes in reference to those contracts, under which property -owners have had 
ample opportunity of getting relief from excessive assessments. 

I have reason to believe that many of the cases of this class are of a speculative character and 
can hardly be considered as bona fide litigation. 

In order to discourage such litigation I have insisted that the plaintiffs be compelled to pay 
costs after decisions have been had in test cases under which they must be defeated. In many of 
these cases costs have been collected and I expect to dispose of many more suits in the same way on 
the authority of the above decisions of the Court of Appeals. 

This result of the policy pursued, as well as of the City's success in the litigation, is shown by 
the fact that in the first six months of the year 45 suits of this class were begun, while in the second 
six months only 4 were begun. 

(2.) Suits at law to recover money paid for assessments which have been adjudged illegal in 
whole or in part in proceedings instituted for that purpose. 

In the majority of suits of this character the Department is able to advise repayment without 
the expense of more than costs and disbursements accruing before the service of the answer. 

In some cases, however, a trial is necessary to determine with certainty to whom repayment 
should be made. 

(3.) Miscellaneous cases. 

The cases under the three above-mentioned subdivisions, which have appeared on the day 
calendar, have been disposed of as follows : 

At Special or Trial Term the whole number of cases reached and disposed of is 76. 

Decisions in favor of the City, 56. 

In favor of the plaintiff, 20. 

In 16 of the 20 cases the result cannot properly be considered a defeat of the City. It was con- 
ceded that some one was legally entitled to recover ihe money, but there was doubt to whom it 
belonged. It was considered safer to pay after a judicial determination of the matter, in order to 
avoid the danger of paying to the wrong person. These cases are all under the second subdivision 
of this class of cases. 

In 2 of the 20 cases the decisions were on a demurrer in cases where, under present decisions, 
the City must succeed in final judgment. 

To these are to be added many cases where no answer was interposed or where the suit was 
voluntarily discontinued. 

At General Term : 

Fourteen cases have been disposed of. In 7 cases the judgment of the court has been in favor 
of the City, on the merits, and in 7 cases the appeals of the plaintiffs have been dismissed. 

In the Court of Appeals : 

Three cases have been decided in favor of the City, and 1 case has been argued but not decided . 

In 2 of these cases motions were made by the plaintiffs for reargument, but denied with costs. 

There are besides 2 cases on the calendar of the court which, under the previous decisions, will 
doubtless be decided in favor of the City. 

One case that was on the calendar has been settled without argument. 

(B.) Special Proceedings by way of Petition. 

It appears from the report of this Deparment that on December 31, 1887, there were pending 
2,804 of these petitions to vacate or reduce assessments. 

680 of these have been disposed of during the last year. During the year i&x^ xvr.^ ^k&&s!sc& 
have been filed. ^ 
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A large proportion of these proceedings were dismissed on motion of the City for lack of 
prosecution on the part of the petitioners. In a small proportion vacations or reductions of the 
assessments were obtained. Many proceedings mentioned in the report for 1887 as pending, had 
been begun as early as 1873. These have been disposed of except a few isolated cases down to 
1880, and almost without exception in favor of the City. This has been a matter of much labor, 
owing to the death of the petitioner or his attorney or to the difficulty of finding them. 

In 6 test cases decisions favorable to the City were made at Special Term. The petitioners 
appealed and argument has been had before the General Term, but no decision of the latter court 
has yet been handed down. When the decision of these test cases by the Court of Appeals shall 
have been obtained, a large proportion of petitions of this class can be disposed of at once. One 
case involving a single petition only has been settled by allowing a reduction. Testimony has been 
nearly or quite completed in several other test cases which will soon be brought to the attention of 
the court. 

At the General Term in addition to the argument of the 6 cases above referred to, 16 appeals of 
the petitioner have been dismissed and I case decided in favor of the petitioner. 

In the Court of Appeals one of this class of special proceedings has been argued and a reduction 
of the assessment ordered. 

(C.) Special Proceedings by way of Certiorari. 

Several writs of certiorari have been granted by the Supreme Court to review the action of the 
Board of Assessors and the Board of Revision and Correction of Assessments. 

Returns are being prepared in these cases and I expect to argue them before the next General 
Term. 

(D.) Proceedings Before the Board of Revision and Correction of Assessments, under Special Acts 

of the Legislature. 

In two instances which have been brought to my attention during the last year, acts have been 
passed by the Legislature under which the Board of Revision and Correction of Assessments have 
been called upon to practically exercise the powers of a court in examining into the propriety of 
giving awards and modifying assessments. 

These proceedings are practically suits in which this Department has been called upon to defend 
the City's interests. 

THE BROADWAY SURFACE RAILROAD CASE. 

The case of the People against John O'Brien, as Receiver of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company and the City and others, involved questions of grave importance to the City. In 1886, the 
Legislature passed three acts relating to this railroad. The first, chapter 268, called the Annulling 
Act, dissolved the company and repealed its charter. The second, chapter 271, called the Franchise 
Disposal Act, provided that when a railroad company was dissolved by legislative act, the right to use 
and enjoy the consents of property -owners, the consents of the local authorities and the order of the 
General Term should be sold under the Cantor Act, at public auction, for the benefit of the munici- 
pality. The third, called the Winding Up Act, provided for the appointment of a receiver of a 
company so dissolved, and the proof of claims and distribution of assets. 

The effect of all of these acts was decided by the Court of Appeals late in November. The 
Franchise Disposal Act was declared to be unconstitutional and void. So also was the Winding Up 
Act in most of its features, if not all. The Annulling Act was held to accomplish nothing but th« 
extinction of the corporate life of this company, leaving all of its property and franchises, of every 
kind, still in existence for the benefit of its stockholders and creditors, and subject to all the contracts 
made by the company during its life, and to be administered by its trustees, subject to the rights of 
the mortgagees and lessees. The validity of the traffic agreements between this company and the 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue Railroad Company and the Twenty-third Street Railroad Company, 
respectively, was also in question, and, so far as the City or State are concerned, they were held valid. 
The effect of this decision was that the rights of the City in respect to this road were left unimpaired. 
Had these acts been sustained the City, probably, would have been deprived of the large and steadily 
increasing revenue it receives from this franchise. 

As it is, however, the practical result of the decision has been to increase the value of the 
franchise, which must be regarded as highly beneficial to the City. It is believed that the time is 
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not far distant when our revenue from the Broadway Surface Railroad will be upwards of $ico,ooo 
annually. 

NEW PUBLIC SCHOOL SITES. 

Under the provisions of chapter 191 of the Laws of 1888, proceedings have been instituted and 
Commissioners of Estimate appointed in 18 different proceedings for the purpose of appraising the 
value of the lands and premises to be taken as sites for new public schools at the following places, 
viz.: Northwest corner of Delancey and Ludlow streets ; on Broome and Ridge streets ; northwest 
corner of Ninety-third street and Tenth avenue ; northwest corner of Sixty-eighth street and Tenth 
avenue ; southerly side of Thirty-eighth street, near Second avenue ; northwest corner of Fifty-first 
street and Fust avenue ; on the northerly side of Fifty-first street, near l>exington avenue ; on the 
westerly side of Johnson avenue ; on Counland avenue and One Hundred and Fifty-seventh street ; 
at southeast corner of Hester and Chrystie streets ; on the westerly side of Norfolk street, near Hester N 
street ; at the northeast corner of Mulberry and Bayard streets ; on Washington, Albany and 
Carlisle streets ; on the northerly side of One Hundred and Thirteenth street, near Third avenue ; in 
the block bounded by First and Second streets and First and Second avenues ; on the northerly side 
of Seventy-fifth street, near Third avenue ; on the northerly side of Fourth street, near First avenue, 
and on the northerly side of Forty- first street, between Seventh and Eighth avenues. 

The Commissioners are about to commence taking testimony as to title and value and it is my 
hope and expectation that in a very short period the reports will be confirmed and title to all of the 
above sites vested in the City for school purposes. 

It is of the greatest importance to the City that these proceedings should be pushed to a speedy 
termination, in view of the fact that many thousands of children have been turned away from our 
public schools during the past year, because of the want of sufficient and proper accommodations. 
I have therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the act above referred to, made arrangements to 
employ special counsel whose duty it will be to prepare and present the evidence of the City as to 
value, etc., and who will have full charge and management of the matters on behalf of the City 
before the Commissioners, so that the 18 separate proceedings may be simultaneously progressed 
and closed with the least possible delay. 

LICENSE FEE CASES. 

In the so-called " license fee " litigations, brought against surface railroads to recover unpaid 
license fees upon their cars, 2 judgments in favor of the City against the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company, aggregating $89,642.02, were affirmed on appeal by the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. The same court at General Term, on the City's appeal, reversed the judgments at Circuit 
in two actions where the City had been defeated in its claim for license fees against the Dry Dock, 
East Broadway and Battery Railroad Company, for cars operated on its Grand street route, the effect 
of the reversal being to sustain the City's claim. These cases are now pending on appeal in the 
Court of Appeals where they were carried by the railroad companies. 

THE CITY'S INTERESTS AT ALBANY. 

As in previous years, the exclusive attention of one of the principal Assistants has been devoted 
to watching the course of legislation affecting the interests of the City, and from the commencement 
of the legislative session last January until the final hearings before the Governor during the thirty 
days allowed him after the adjournment of the Legislature to pass upon all bills left in his hands, 
the Assistant detailed for this portion of the work spent almost all his time in Albany. 

During the session of 1888 upwards of 300 bills directly affecting the public interests of the City 
were introduced, and of these 216 were found upon examination to be of sufficient importance to 
require records to be kept showing their progress and to be constantly watched. Of the number 
last mentioned more than one-half were introduced simultaneously in both Houses, thus doubling, 
as to them, the labor involved in the necessary examination and in making the essential record of its 
introductory number, its title and, in a summary form, its substance and purport, as well as a note 
of the committee to which it was referred. Each bill was then compared with existing laws, for the 
purpose of determining its precise effect, and the Assistant detailed for that duty appeared before the 
committee to which the bill was referred, opposing it, favoring it, or suggesting amendments to it, 
as the occasion might require. Of the bills of which such a record was ka^l *X. N^NfcV&sX.^ssasck^'Swfc. 
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Legislature, 40 were drafted by the Law Department at the request of the Mayor or some head of 
department, and 20 were amended during their progress, at the suggestion of the Law Department, 
either to eradicate existing objections or to conform the proposed bill to existing laws. 

57 bills affecting the City were left in the hands of the Governor when the Legislature adjourned. 
All these were carefully examined and briefed, and in many of them oral arguments were made 
before the Governor, or briefs prepared and submitted to him showing the purport and effect of 
the bill, and stating the approval or disapproval of the municipal authorities. 

191 bills directly affecting the City of New Yor}c became laws. 

The results attending this careful and laborious scrutiny and watchfulness over proposed legis- 
lation have been found to be most satisfactory. 

NUMBER OF OPINIONS GIVEN. 

The preparation of opinions at the request of the heads of the various departments is a very 
important and rapidly increasing branch of the office work. The policy of the City and of the 
various municipal departments and officers with regard to the public interests, and the action to be 
taken in cases of doubt or dispute, is determined by these opinions, which cover an enormous field 
and range of subjects, and which sometimes require for their proper preparation prolonged study. 
It has frequently happened during the past year that as much time has been given to the prepara- 
tion of an important opinion as to the preparation and trial in court of an important case. 

Familiar instances are the opinions given to the Comptroller and the Aqueduct Commissioners as 
to the matter of allowances to the contractors for the construction of the New Croton Aqueduct for 
tunnel excavations outside of certain cross-section lines upon the plans,* and as to what, if any, 
liability had been imposed upon the City to pay for tunnel excavation outside such lines.

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The excellent results shown in the foregoing report are, in my opinion, directly traceable to the 
high and business-like organization of the office. For many years past, the scheme of administration 
of the Law Department has been to conduct the entire law business of the City through a corps of 
Assistants who have been appointed for their professional skill and merit, and who, in the daily 
study, for many years, of the various questions affecting the diverse interests of the City, have become 
specialists in the departments of work to which they have been assigned. In the changes which 
have taken place in the head of the Department, such of these Assistants as have desired to remain 
have been uniformly retained, and from time to time promoted, as their length of faithful service 
and value to the City have commended them to reward. 

In revising my salary list, I have endeavored to readjust it, so as to proportion their compensa- 
tion, as far as the means at my command would admit of, to the value of the services rendered, 
believing that true economy is best realized in the larger results which flow from the recognition of 
meritorious service. 

I have accordingly made considerable increase in the salaries of my Assistants. This I have 
been enabled to accomplish by exercising judicious economy in other respects, without exceeding the 
aggregate amount appropriated for salaries during the current year. I cannot exaggerate the 
importance of the continuance of the policy which has thus brought together and retained in the 
public employment so able a body of men, who have become, by their experience, specially educated 
in branches of the law particularly relating to the interests of the City, and of which little is known 
by the general practitioner. 

Under no other circumstances could the law business of the City be done to greater advantage 
than under the present system and organization of the office, and the services of none of this corps of 
able and highly-trained men could be dispensed with without serious injury to the public interest.

Sir — I have the honor to transmit herewith report of street opening proceedings for the year 
terminating December 31, 1888. 

In preparing this report I have followed substantially the plan adopted in the annual report for 
the year 1887, adding, however, to the statistics of work performed, two schedules ; one, a list of 
proceedings in which appeals have been determined, and the other, a list of proceedings finally 
disposed of. 

The statistics of the work performed during the year are therefore embraced in eight schedules, 
as follows : 

Schedule i. 

This schedule is sub-divided into two heads, " A " and " B." 

" A " is a complete list of proceedings considered during the year terminating December 31, 
1888, showing the length of the street or avenue or portion of the street or avenue sought to be 
opened, and, where reports have been confirmed during the year or preliminary reports completed, 
the amount of awards, total assessment, number of parcels assessed and number of city lots assessed. 

"B " is a statement showing the condition of each proceeding considered under "A," on 
December 31, 1888. 

This schedule shows that there have been under consideration during the year ninety-two 
proceedings. 

Schedule 2. 

This is a list of proceedings confirmed during the year,, with the dates of the entries of orders 
of confirmation. 

The number of proceedings confirmed during the year, as shown by this schedule, is fourteen. 

Schedule 3. 

This is a list of proceedings discontinued during the year, with the dates of the entries of orders 
of discontinuance. 

It appears from this schedule that there has been one proceeding discontinued during the year. 

Schedule 4. 

This is a list of proceedings in which appeals have been determined during the year. The list 
shows the number and character of such appeals and the disposition of the same. 

As shown by this schedule, four appeals have been determined, in three proceedings. 

Schedule 5. 

This is a list of proceedings finally disposed of during the year. 
The number of such proceedings this schedule shows to be seventeen. 

Schedule 6. 

This is a list of proceedings instituted during the year, with the dates of the appointments of 
Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment. 

This schedule shows that there have been instituted during the year twenty-six proceedings. 

Schedule 7. 

This is a list of proceedings in which appeals have been taken to the General Term or to the 
Court of Appeals, either on the part of the City or on the part of property -owners. 
There are two such proceedings, as shown by this schedule. 

Schedule 8. 

This is a list of proceedings pending on the 31st day of December, 1888. 

The number of proceedings pending is shown by this schedule to be seventy -five. 

These schedules are followed by a summary of the work performed during the year. 
It will be observed that the aggregate of the awards, as shown in this summary of work per- 
formed, is somewhat in excess of the aggregate of the assessments. The explanation of this is that, 
in the matter of opening Bungay street, from East One Hundred and Forty-ninth street to Long 
Island Sound, the sum of $11,259.09 of the awards and costs of the proceeding was not assessed 
upon the property benefited by the improvement in cov\se<\wt\\c^ oi \.\\e, Yvrcated area which could be 
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legally assessed for benefit by the Commissioners and the provisions of section 981 of the Consolida- 
tion Act which prohibits Commissioners from assessing tor benefit any property more than one- 
half the value of such property as valued by the Tax Commissioners. 

There have been 41,065 lineal feet of streets opened during the year, an increase of 12,129.20 
over the number opened during 1887. 

The communications written during the year aggregate seventeen hundred and fifty-four. This 
is a considerable increase over the number written last year.

certified copies of orders taxing the costs and confirming the report of the Commissioners 
transmitted to Finance Department. Department of Public Works notified of the 
confirmation of the report . 

71. One Hundred and Forty-seventh Street — 

The land to which title is sought to be acquired in this proceeding has been visited and 
examined by the Commissioners, who have determined upon the awards to be made for 
the land to be taken and the area to be assessed for the benefit of the improvement. 
They have received a draft benefit map showing the area to be assessed, and have had 
several meetings for the purpose of determining the principle to be adopted in laying the 
assessment for benefit. This question has not yet been determined by the Commissioners, 
who are now holding meetings for the purpose of discussing the same. The Commis- 
sioners are likely to reach a conclusion upon this question early in the coming year. 

72. One Hundred and Forty -eighth Street — 

The preliminary abstract of estimate and assessment of the Commissioners was completed 
in January, and the final maps to attach to the same were requested from the Department 
of Public Parks en January 25. These maps were received April 17, and the Commis- 
sioners filed their abstract of estimate and assessment in the office of the Commissioner of 
Public Works on May 4, and gave the requisite statutory notice of the filing of the same 
and of a motion to confirm their report on July 6. The costs of the Commissioners were 
taxed by Mr. Justice Patterson on August 7 at $710. The report of the Commissioners 
was presented to the court (Barrett, J.) on September 20. A motion to confirm the 
same made. Motion granted. Report filed and order confirming the same duly entered 
on July 20. Duplicate report, maps and abstracts of damage and benefit filed with the 
Commissioner of Public Works, as required by law ; Commissioner of Public Works and 
Comptroller duly notified to that effect ; certified copies of orders taxing the costs and 
confirming the report of the Commissioners* transmitted to Finance Department ; 
Department of Public Works notified of the confirmation of the report. 

73. One Hundred and Fifty-fourth Street — 

The draft damage map requested by the Commissioners from the Department of Public 
Works on January I, 1887, has not yet been received, and the Commissioners have 
therefore been unable to advance this proceeding. 

74. One Hundred and Sixtieth Street — 

The appeal to the General Term on the part of the City from the order of Mr. Justice 
Donohue refusing to confirm the report of the Commissioners, and referring the same 
back to them for the purpose of awarding substantial damages to the objector, was 
argued on February 17 ; John C.Shaw for respondent ; papers and brief submitted ; 
decision reserved. Supplemental brief on the part of the City submitted to General 
Term on February 27. On May 19 the decision of the General Term confirming the 
order of the Special Term was handed down ; opinion by Van Brunt, J. Since the 
determination of this appeal the Commissioners have had numerous meetings ; have 
determined upon the amount of the awards to be made to the objector ; have also 
increased the area to be assessed for benefit, and obtained from the Department of Public 
Works additional draft benefit map, and have now under consideration the principle to 
be adopted in laying the assessment to cover the additional awards made to the objector. 

75. One Hundred and Sixty -second Street — 

Motion for the appointment of Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment made before Bar- 
rett, J., on November 1. Motion granted, and order appointing Denis A. Spellissy, 
Francis Riedel and Francis A. Marden Commissioners entered on December 17. Com- 
missioners to qualify and organize the Commission in January, 1889. 

76. One Hundred and Sixty-third Street — 

Motion for the appointment of Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment made before 
O'Brien, J., on September 27. Motion granted, and order appointing Edward L. Parris, 
Edward J. Dunphy and Louis Cohen Commissioners entered on October 11. Commis- 
sioners all duly qualified by taking the oath of office and organized the Commission on 
November 12 by the election of Commissioner Cohen Chairman, and on November 13 
requested from the Department of Public Works the necessary draft damage map. This 
map was received on December 18, and the Commissioners will shortly meet for the 
purpose of receiving testimony relative to the title and value of the land to which title 
is sought to be acquired. 

77. One Hundred and Seventieth Street — 

The costs of the Commissioners were taxed at $274.96 by Patterson, J., on February 20, 
and on February 27 the report of the Commissioners was presented to the court 
(Patterson, J.), and a motion made to confirm same. Motion granted ; report filed and 
order confirming same entered on February 27. Duplicate report, maps and abstracts 
of damage and benefit filed with the Commissioner of Public Works, as required by law ;

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78. One Hundred and Seventy-third Street — 

The premises to which title is sought to bz acquired in this proceeding have been visited and 
examined by Commissioner Parris, who has qualified as Commissioner in the place and 
stead of Augustus J. Requier, deceased. The preliminary abstract of estimate and 
assessment of the Commissioners has been completed and will be filed in the office of 
the Commissioner of Public Works, for objections of property-owners, very shortly after 
the receipt from the Department of Public Works of the final damage and benefit maps, 
which will be requested early in the coming year. 

79. One Hundred and Eighty-first Street (1) — 

The Commissioners' abstract of estimate and assessment and damage and benefit maps were 
completed and filed in the office of the Commissioner of Public Works for objections on 
July 31, and the requisite statutory notice given to all interested parties of the filing of 
the same and of a motion to confirm the Commissioners' report on September 28. The 
costs of the Commissioners were taxed by Mr. Justice Andrews on December 19 at $294. 
The report of the Commissioners was presented to the court (Andrews, J.) on December 
22, and: a motion to confirm the same made. Motion granted ; report filed and order 
confirming the same duly entered on December 22. Duplicate report, maps and abstracts 
of damage and benefit filed with the Commissioner of Public Works as required by law ; 
Commissioner of Public Works and Comptroller duly notified to that effect ; certified 
copies of orders taxing costs and confirming the report of Commissioners transmitted to 
Finance Department. Department of Public Works and Department of Public Parks 
notified of the confirmation of the Commissioners' report. 

8c. One Hundred and Eighty-first Street (2) — 

The Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment have not yet received from the Department 
of Public Works the draft damage map requested by them on November 9, 1885. They 
cannot advance this proceeding until after such mtp is received. 

81. Railroad Avenue, East — 

On January 24 a decision of the General Term on the apj eal of various property-owners 
from the Special Term order of confirmation was handed down. The opinion, which 
was written by Van Brunt, P. J., and concurred in by Bartlett, J., affirms the order of 
the Special Term, confirming the report of ihe Commissioners, with costs and disburse- 
ments. John C. Shaw, Truman H. Baldwin and L. Laflin Kellogg, attorneys for appel- 
lants, served with copies of proposed order of affirmance with notice of settlement for 
February 6. On February 9 the General Term order of affirmance was settled and 
entered, and on February 10 John C. Shaw, Truman H. Baldwin and L. Laflin Kel- 
logg were served with copies of the order with notice of entry. On February 8 Truman 
H. Baldwin, attorney for Carl Muller, served notice of motion for reargument of the 
appeal. On February 17 submitted to General Term Justices brief in opposition to the 
motion for reargument. Motion for reargument denied, and order denying such motion 
settled and entered on March 9, and copy served on Truman H. Baldwin. 

82. Riverside Park — 

The awards to be made for the land to which title is sought to be acquired have been 
determined upon, and also the area, which embraces a very large territory, to be assessed 
for the benefit of the improvement. The Commissioners have also determined upon the 
principle to be followed in laying the assessment for benefit, and the preliminary abstract 
of estimate and assessment is now being prepared. 

83. Rose Street — 

The Commissioners' abstract of estimate and assessment has been completed, and will be 
filed in the office of the Commissioner of Public Works for the objections of property- 
owners in January, 1889. 

84. Sedgwick Avenue — 

The Commissioners' abstract of estimate and assessment was completed and filed on June 15, 
and the requisite statutory notice of the filing of the same, and of a motion to confirm 
the Commissioners' report on August 24 given to all interested parties. The costs of the 
Commissioners were taxed on August 13 by Patterson, J., at $2,114.91. The report of 
the Commissioners was presented to the court, and a motion to confirm same made 
before Patterson, J., on September 14. Motion granted. Report filed and order con- 
firming same duly entered on September 14. Duplicate report, maps and abstracts of 
damage and benefit filed with the Commissioner of Public Works as required by law ; 
Commissioner of Public Works and Comptroller duly notified to that effect ; certified 
copies of orders taxing the costs and confirming the report of the Commissioners trans- 
mitted to Finance Department. Department of Public Parks notified of the confirmation 
of the report. 

85. Teasdale Place —

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86. Tremont Avenue — 

A report was received trom Commissioner Whalen in December, upon a matter submitted to 
him by his associates for examination. The Commissioners have been waiting a consider- 
able time for this report and have been unable to advance ihe proceeding in the interval. 
This report will be of assistance to the Commissioners in determining upon the area to be 
assessed for benefit, which question the Commissioners have now under consideration. 
One of the Commissioners in this proceeding, James J. Kelso, is recently deceased, and 
a motion for the appointment of a Commissioner in his place is noticed for January 17.

The appeal ot Lord, Day & Lord, owners and objectors, from the Special Term order con- 
firming the report of the Commissioners of Estimate and Appraisal was argued before the 
General Term on February 17. The appellants were represented on the argument by John 
C. Shaw. Papers and brief submitted. Decision reserved. On May 19 a decision of 
the General Term, affirming the Special Term order of confirmation, with costs, was 
handed down. Opinion by Bartlett, J., concurred in by Van Brunt, P.J. An order of 
the General Term, affirming the Special Term order ot confirmation, was entered and 
copies served on Lord, Day & Lord and John C. Shaw, attorneys for objectors, on May 
25. On May 26 an appeal was taken on the part of the objectors to the Court of 
Appeals.

On 
December 19 a decision was rendered dismissing the appeal. Remittitur received on 
December 21. Order on remittitur entered on December 28. 

89. Webster Avenue — 

The Commissioners have determined upon the awards to be made for the land to which title 
is sought to be acquired. They have also determined upon the area to be assessed for 
benefit, and on November 3 requested from the Department of Public Parks a draft 
benefit map, showing the area as determined upon by them. The Commissioners are 
now awaiting the receipt of this map to enable them to proceed with their duties. 

90. Wendover Avenue — 

The Commissioners have received the draft damage map from the Department of Public 
Parks ; have visited and examined the property to which title is sought to be acquired ; 
have determined upon the awards to be made for the property to be taken ; the area to 
be assessed for benefit, and have obtained from the Department of Public Parks a draft 
benefit map showing such area. They have now under consideration the principle to be 
adopted in laying the assessment for benefit. They wiil probably reach a determination 
on this question early in the coming year. 

91. Lafayette Place — 

The appeal to the General Term, taken on the part of the City from the order of the Special 
Term, referring the bill of costs, charges and expenses to Homer A. Nelson, Esq., for 
examination preliminary to taxation upon proof to be taken by him, is still pending. 

92. New Parks — Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards — 

Hearings before Commissioners of Appraisal closed on June 9. The report of the Com- 
missioners was completed and signed on October 22, and on October 23 presented to the 
court at a General Term and confirmation moved by Commissioner Marsh. Report, 
maps, abstracts, testimony, etc., filed and argument on motion for confirmation adjourned 
to November 26. On November 26 a motion to confirm the report was made before 
the General Term by the Counsel to the Corporation, Franklin Bartlett, Special Counsel. 
The motion was granted as to all parties who had filed no objections to the Com- 
missioners' report or whose objections had been withdrawn and argument upon the 
objections which were still urged was adjourned to January 18, 1889. Oi December 
12 an order in conformity with the decision of November 26 was settled and entered.

Dear Sir— I enclose herewith a report of the transactions of this Bureau during the year past, 
including a detailed statement of all collections made, and a full list of delinquent proceedings to 
December 31, 1888. 

The collections for the year, as per statement, are entirely from the lists of delinquents for the 
years of 1884, 1885 and 1886, none having as yet been received from last year's lists, which did not 
reach this office until the present month, which accounts for the large number of pending proceedings, 
but the amount collectable from 1887 lists, that will come in during the coming year, will probably 
bring up the average of vearly collections. 

I have collected ancf paid over to the Receiver of Taxes, during the current year, up to the nth 
day of December, arrearage aggregating, as per annexed statement, the sum of sixty hundred and 
three dollars and fifty-two cents ($6003.52), and total cost, as per statement paid to the Comptroller 
up to December n, three hundred dollars ($300), making in all the sum of sixty-three hundred and 
three dollars and fifty-two cents ($6303.52). 

I have on hand, of arrearage and costs, collected since that date (December n), and of partial 
payments on account of arrearages, in all, the sum of nineteen hundred and twenty-eight dollars and 
sixty -two cents ($1928.62), which make the total collection of the Bureau to this date, eighty-two 
hundred and thirty-two dollars and fourteen cents ($8232.14).

Hon. Henry R. Beekman, Counsel to the Corporation : 

Sir— In compliance with the regulation of your Department, requiring the Public Administrator 
to render to you, annually, a full and complete report of all the proceedings of this Bureau, I beg 
to submit the following report, for the year ending December 31, 1888 : 

The number of estate* reported which were investigated by the Bureau was two hundred and 
sixty-six. 

Letters of administration have been granted and received on one hundred and forty-eight 
estates. 

Letters of administration, with the will annexed, have been granted and received on five 
estates. 

The accounts of proceedings of the Public Administrator have been judicially settled and allowed 
by the Surrogate in one hundred and two estates, and the estates distributed pursuant to the decree 
of the Surrogate. 

Under the law of 1887, providing for the closing of estates under $250, without judicial settle- 
ment, one hundred and twenty-nine estates have been closed during the year. 

In four hundred and nineteen estates, averaging very small amounts, the money and assets 
were received from the Coroner's Office and Commissioners of Charities and Correction, and paid 
directly into the City Treasury. 

Objections were filed to one of the accounts above mentioned, but were subsequently with- 
drawn. 

No references or contests are now pending involving any question as to the correctness of said 
accounts. 

Two references are now pending before Referees relating to the question ot kinship, but 
involving no other question. 

Fifteen actions were commenced in courts of record against the Public Administrator and five by 
him. 

Three special proceedings are now pending to determine the validity of ieje<>ted claims. 

On application by creditors for letters ot administration, letters were granted to the Public 
Administrator in fifty-five cases. 

In thirty-seven cases citations were served on the Public Administrator to attend the probate of 
a last will and testament, and his appearance noted. 

About thirteen hundred notices were served on hotel and boarding-house keepers and others, 
pursuant to law. 

All reports and returns to the Comptroller, Common Council, and to the Supervisor of the City 
Record, have been rendered. 

The amount paid into the City Treasury for commissions and intestate estates was twenty-five 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine dollars and thirty-nine cents. 

The amount collected and received was two hundred and twenty-two thousand nine hundred 
and twenty dollars and nine cents, exclusive of stocks, bonds and other kinds of personal property. 

The amount disbursed to creditors, next of kin, and for expenses of administration upon estates 
judicially settled was one hundred and five thousand two hundred and fifty-six dollars and sixty-one 
cents. 

The balance on hand was three hundred and one thousand five hundred and one dollars and 
four cents.
